FUTURE. 

"Itv on"article headed "retroKpecti ve" 
publisHSa' in ^T/ie Colonist of thn 1 1 th 
inst. allusion was made to the signifi- 
cant fact that tlio Cliincso were secur- 
ing tho best laining claims and most 
available water privileges in British 
Columbia. Recently an application 
was niad(( l>y a t'liincse coin[)any in the 
Cariboo l^iHli ict for a grant of' four 
miles and water jirivilego, embracing 
in its area .some of the richest gravel 
dep.soits. The free wliite uuuers en- 
tered a bitter protest against sucli an 
pucroachmcnt on thoir rights, and the 
application of the Celestials was re- 
fused. It will now bo in order for the 
white men to ap|)ly for the ^raut, 
orj;anize acouipauy, prospect and work 
the ground, at the same time supply 
others with water at reasonable rates. 
Protests of this nature always have 
been in'et with prompt attention b/ the 
commissioner of the district, lu' an 
alternative should accompany such pro- 
testations; the wliite men should imi- 
tate the co-oiierativc syslenj of the 
Celestial.s. The united effort of a 
dozen or twenty men on a section of 
mining ground, assisted by the local 
.storekeepers and traders eould accom- 
plish much. It was in this way that 
tho liardy pioneers of '.")S and 'GO 
worked the rich iiars of tiio Frascr, 
and the creeks of Cariboo. A clearing 
was made, logs whipsawed for sluice 
lumber, wooden pins in the absence of 
nails had to be used, brush tents and 
log cabins built for shelter and often 
only beans straight, without bacon or 
or bread formed the only available item 
of sustenance for weeks at a time. 
''There were men in those days" and 
richly were they rewarded for their 
patience, toil and privations. But 
uiider such disadvantages, in an almost 
unknown region, without roads, or the 
modes of conveyance other than on 
their own pack worn backs, and only 
the compass to guide them, it cannot 
be okpectcd that tho country was even 
passably prospected, and there are still 
good diggings in the vicinity of those 
which have been worked. Now the 
life of a prospector would be com- 
paratively easy. iNluch of the country 
has been travelled over, the primitive 
(rails of the pioneers have been cleared 
anil made into good waggon roads. 
Hteaiuboats have taken tho place of 
risky canoes and even tho steam horse 
is on tho heels and covering the tracks 
of tho slow travelling stage coach, and 
will soon convey the miner and his 
supplies to tho heart of the gold fields 
on the Fraser and Thomjison rivers, 

whiljlt.tbfi fnrninrs nm Ar^<r,^u 

ley^ with their farm houses and lining 
the road with fenced in and cultivated 
fields, from which the miners instead 
of eating and living on "beans straight" 
may obtain all the available products 
necessary for their use, and being thus 
surrounded should be able to open a 
new field of enter[n'ise and industry 
which ])redicated in results already ob- 
tained, should lead many at least to a 
com|)etency. Before closing this sub- 
ject wo would recall the telegram from 
Yale in Friday's ColonUi as the subject 
is of more importance and germain to 
the subject than a mere cursory glance 
would indicate. If the Stahlo Chuck 
Flume Company have, as stated, water 
on tho Hat opposite Yale, and can get 
in a few weeks' work before the water 
freezes in the sluice bo.xes and rillles, 
they may be able to at least test the 
claim this fall, and should their expec- 
tations be realized it will stimulate and 
induce others to form coiii])anies antl 
locate on the bars and benches above 
and below Yale, which, judging from 
appearances, were once the bed am' 
course of tho Fraser river.

The Ez-Frinco of Tunis. 

Vumtif Fnir tells us that Mustapha, 
e.x-prime minister of Tunis, was very 
unwise in his generation when he tried 
to copy his betters and did not return 
alone to Tunis. His proceedings were 
at once voted shocking and unbearable 
and so Mustapha was disgraced and 
Jlohamnied Khasm- lar, an octogenari- 
an Georgian slave, has become 51. 
Boustan's shadow instead. IMustaplia 
has passed the last two months in ilis- 
posing o.f his large properties on the 
most f.'ivnrablo tcrma and is lioubtlco;; 
rather glad to escape to the 
pleasures of Paris and the comfortable 
retreat lie has purchased in the Boule- 
vard des Capuchins. He is now only 
thirty-four years of age and is worth 
about two millions sterling. Twenty 
years ago lie wa.s a barefooted and bare- 
headed street arab txi Tunis and thought 
it a rare privilege to bo allosved to jjick 
up cigarette ends in the European cafes. 
Many an honest caftlin- still living has 
often soundly cuH'ed his excellency for 
•ver zeal in pursuit of those then much 
appreciated delicacies. He ne.xt look 
services in a jM.altese tavern, became on 
promotion a barber's apprentice .and at 
15 struck out a line for hini.self as a 
courtier. This was in 18G3. Since 
then he has married a royal princo.ss, 
and gone through every grade of the 
non-e.\istent Tunisian army. He be- 
came Prime Minister of Tunis four 
years ago. He can write his 
own name legibly, and can speak only 
his own language. He has been deco- 
rated by every power in Europe e.xcejit 
England, and, after being the chronic 
object of attack by the French pr(-ss 
for twelve months, received from the 
hands of Monsieur Grcvy, in July, the 
Grand Cordon of the Legion of Honor 
— 0. distinction which he shares with 
the Prince of Wales, and almost all the 
reigning sovereigns of Europe. 

The other Grand Cordons, crowned 
and uncrowned, may, if they clioosi% 
bo i)roud of the colleague wlio has 
come among them as the first fruits of 
the mission of civilization in North 
Africa Mustapha has done just as 
much harm to Tunis as his colleague, 
M. Boustan, has done to France. The 
one has sold his Sovereign over the 
counter and betrayed his country and 
his faith for a price of which the Grand 
Cordon of Franco was the last install- 
ment; tho other, to satisfy the craving 
of ambition and further the financial 
operations of a clique of speculators, 
has involved his country in n cruel and 
useless war, tho co.st of which it is inipris- 
siblo to calculate, but Chich has already 
alienated from tho French Bopublic the 
sympathies of Europe, and involved lier 
in complications as serious as they wore 
uimecessar^ and unlookodfor. With the 
shameful history of the Fourth Punic ^^■ar 
will pass down to posterity the name of 
Thcodoro Roustan and Mustapha Ben 
Ismail. 

Mk. Tal.maok had somotlling to say 
•bout nowspapora one Sunday. Me said:

It is iiiiiiiiikablo that wiiilo the undo 
and iiophow eacli scum tu chum conii),n'a- 
tivo simplicity as tho characteriatic of his 
own method of life, each remonstratea 
very plainly with tho other for Ilia unrea- 
.sonablo extravagance and dissipated irro- 
yular habits. Thu imiireH.sion made on 
my mind by the wIiuIl' uf the evidenco is 
tliat the mutual rocriminatiuiis are much 
better fuuridod than tho sclf-cxcusea. 
From tho account kept by the defendant 
(whoso duty it was to keep such accounts, 
and who might certainly have kept liis 
own drawings with perfoct exactness, 
howevur much ho was liampered as lie 
complains in his bookkeeping in other 
respects) there appo.ir in tho cash-book 
from tho 2nd Juno, 187(i, to the begin- 
ning of Juno, 1878, but soven iterna in 
wliioh tho defendant charges himself with 
cash drawn for his own uses and these 
amount in two whole years up to .luly, 
1878, but to !J85. The accuracy of this 
account Hounis (piito iiicrodiole. It in 
at tlio rate of about .S'J.50 per month for 
all the dofondant'a c.vponacs. These 
ti;!;uros are more convincing than 
if no oiitriea whatever had been 
made by tho defendant of his 
drawings. The defendant himself allcge.s 
that thu plaintitl'tokl him to help himself 
from the till or safe when ho wanted 
money, keeping an accnunt. I have no 
duubt but that he availed himself of tho 
porinisaion, but omitted to comply with 
the condition. Somutimo apparently in 
187(i — probably before .Tune — tho defend- 
ant seems to have enlin-od in tho Icdtjer, 
not in the cash book, and without date, a 
lump sum of J500 as an estimate of liis 
unentered drawings from Oct., 1874, up 
to tliat time. Tliat would amount to 
$^)8i->. Ho appears also to have prepared 
another statement of accounts, making 
liis drawings in tho whole 8(120. In July 
1878, however, the plaintilf, who seems 
to have been for aomo time in a state of 
suppressed rage and distrust against the 
dofendant, but too weak, phj'sically and 
mentally, to venture lui a rupture (aa ho 
him.self allerjea in his letter uf the 17th 
July, and as unpoar.s .•il.'io from Dudgeon's 
atiitlavit uf the '-'3nl November, 1878) at 
lu.st oxplo<les in that letter, and summari- 
ly dismisses tho defendant from his om- 
ploymeut. The nephew insists on a per- 
sonal interview, and threatens if this is 
refused to take legal proceedings; tho uncle 
holds oat for a time, and bids him talce 
what steps he ehnoses. But liis resistance 
hecomoa feebler day liy day. Before a 
fortniglit has elapsed the nephew gains 
ilia point and at tho first personal inter- 
view obtains the uncle's signature to tho 
two notes for $1887, dated 30th July. 
.\nd one cjiiestioii now tn be dotormined 
is wliether these note.s shall stand. 

I may say at unco that looking to the 
relation in which the two stand tho onus 
of proving tho account lies wholly on tho 
defendant. Through his own default 
and carelessness in keeping tho cash book 
it is of course impossible for tho defend- 
ant now to give any aecoimt .at all. He 
cannot pretend now lu make even an es- 
timato more than a mere guess. It is true 
tho defendant litis denied before the jury 
tho grosser instances of dissipation and 
extravagance which had been alleged by 
the plaintilf. And if tho matter stood 
merely on allegations by the plaintiflfand 
ilenials by the defendant it would lie very 
difficult in .such a case as this to rely on 
the former, since they might after all bo 
more hallucinations. But in tho first 
place tho plaintiffs view is in my opinion 
very much more probable tli.an tho de- 
fendant's. The alleged balance of S1887 can 
only arise from tho undrawn salarj". This 
salary would amount at §1)0 per month 
during 1870 and at .^75 per mouth during 
187G, 1877 and the first half of 1878 to 
about{720 + 1800 + 450) =f2970,deducting 
tho 81887 that would show that ho ad- 
mitted having taken for his maintenance 
during three and a half years something 
less than SHOO or about $25 per month. 
I'erhaps the plaintiff's complaint that this 
would barely have paid his washerwoman 
and hairdresser is somosrhat rhetorical, 
but it is probably nearer to the truth than 
tho defendant's estimate. It would have 
been easy for tho defendant to have given 
some evidence as to his tradesmen's bills 
and living cxpcnsos, besides his own de- 
nials, to rebut the plaintilTs allogatioiis 
in his letters, some of which wore very 
precise. But this has not boon attempted. 
Tho co-defeudaiit E. Harrison docs in- 
deed state that lloyiiolds was loud in 
his praise of the domestic virtues of his 
nephew; but this was in the suminor of 
1878 when the plaintilf was very much 
under his nophcw's inlluenco and when 
that nephew was a suitor for tho hand of 
Mr. Harrison's daughter, niid however 
immoral a conscious niisreprciiontation by 
Reynolds may have been I do not think 
ho ia under tho circumstances bound by 
such a inisrcprcsent.'it.'cji; not, as against 
theao two, who, I think, well know his 
then state of mind. .\\n\ I am Iho more 



inclined to the opinion that the defend- 
ant Batchelor and probably Mr. Harrison 
also, well knew that these promissory notes 
could not be supported, from the very ex- 
traordinary and roprehcnaiblo steps that 
were takoa by them to silence tho in- 
quiry into their validity in the fall of 
1878 by getting Sir. Robertson's bill in 
equity dismissed with costs. Nothing can 
excuse the impropriety of those ste])3; 
nothing could have screened their folly 
and inutility, not even (what was indeeil 
at one time probable enough) tho death of 
Koyiiolds without recovering any vigor of 
mind ; for his represoiitativea or his credit- 
ors could immediately iiave eommeiieed 
siicli an action as this now before me. 
The plaintiff during the winter of 1.S7H !• 
to the full knowledge of these driendant.s 
was surely as incompetent a.s it was pos- 
sible to 1)0. lie was indeed though 
tuoiturn, generally tranquil and compos- 
ed in manner. But they knew that he 
was utterly weak and prostrate both lioii- 
ily and mentally, by day and night fill/ of 
unreasoning terrors, unfounded ai'pre 
lieiisions, imjustiliable dislikes, ..lieepli'ss 
craving for [loisous ami not for food, a 
prey to numberless delusions, incapable 
of resolves, incapable almost of locomo- 
tion, runuiring tu bo watched day and 
by night. They knew that he had, in 
the last flash nf independence and reso- 
lution to which ho roused himself before 
lie (inally stliik into this appar- 
ently ho[)eless state of des[ioiideiiey , 
uxiiressed the utmost distrust and dis- 
like of the defendant Batchelor. 
They knew that a very able and conscien- 
tious counsel had sanctioned a bill in 
oiiuity by a next friend on his behalf, 
treating Reynolds himself as utterly in- 
competent even ta take that step. Vet 
having got this helpless man in their 
hands, they procured him to make a most 
important affidavit a day or two after his 
arrival at Victoria, after having thought 
it necessary to watch him carefully all tlie 
way down in dread lost he should commit 
suicide before they could get his signa- 
ture, which was iieeessai-y for their pur- 
pose. The contents of that atlidavit are 
now shown to be untrue; and the plain- 
till'saya that he remembers nothing of its 
contents. If ho were to swear that he ditl 
remember, I should almost hesitate to be- 
lieve hiin. The lirat object of tlie de- 
fondant's being to dismiss tho bill in 
equity, and the counsel who had advised 
it declining to accept tho theory that the 
plaintilf was sane, they procure the na- 
sistanco of other solicitors and counsel, 
carefully concealing that the former coun- 
sel had declined to act. Tho new solici- 
tor, misled b)' the composure which the 
plaiiitifr ordinarily exhibited, accoptenl 
tho instructions of the dofendant liatclie- 
lor on his behalf, and the first bill was 
directed to be taken ofi'tho file with cost.s 
sinoe the 1st December to be paid by the 
first solicitor porsoiially (order 13th Dec. , 
1878.) I have no hesitation in saying that 
this order was obtained on a direct mis- 
slatement of fact and was little short of 
a fraud on the court and on the now soli- 
citor as well as on Reynolds and his first 
solicitor. By the athdavit of the 3rd 
December lleynolds is made to dciiuse 
that ho had never authorized or sanc- 
tioned any such proceeding as the 
liill of the twonty-third Novem- 
ber, nor employed i\lr. Theo. Uavio as 
his attorney "in this case" and declines 
to have any business attended to by him, 
and dues not desire to dispute .Batcholor's 
claims, but is perfectly satisfied to pay it. 
Weak in body and mind as he waa on the 
UrdDcc. , Mr. McLoan'a evidenco sulli- 
ciontly shows the pressure exerted to ox- 
tort his signature to these statements, 
which arc the statcmenta not of tho un- 
fortunate man himself, but of those into 
whoso hands ho had f.iUon. For the truth 
of these representations they are responsi- 
ble, not tho plaintitr. It now abtindantly 
appears that in tho first days of .luly, 
when his reason was trembling in her 
3oat, but when I think ho was sutticiently 
.SKI jio ij (unless perhaps in tho actual [iro- 
senco of Batchelor, )ho had instructed Mr. 
Theo. Davie to defend the claims which 
he was apprehciiaivo Batclielor would 
make and sanctioned tho retainer of Mr. 
Robertson. Mis ap|irehensions were jus- 
tifiod. Batchclnr's claims matured into 
tho shapo of tiio notes for §1887 on the 
3d July, and when those notes were put 
in suit Mr. Theo. Uavio and ."\Ir. Robert- 
son were acting strictly according to Rey- 
nold's last instructions in resisting pay- 
ment. Tho bill of the 2;)d Nov. is strict 
ly a defence to Hatchelor's action on the 
notes. Tho statement in tho altidavit is 
substantially quite untrue, and the fur- 
ther statement as to Reynold's willingiiesM 
to pay Batchelor's demands is surely as 
gross a misrepreseiitatiiui as can be, of 
his real wishes, and of what the ],:iities 
coucornod in getting up this afiidavit well 
know to bo his real wishes, 'l iiey iieein 
to have imagined, however, that by tlie.so 
proceedings theyhadstrengtheiied Batche- 
lor's right under the promissory notes for 
81887. Thia ia, if not a hallucination, at 
lo.ast an error as gross as any under which 
the plaintilf was .suil'oring. It is impossi- 
ble but tliat everything is to be juesumed 
against tho parties to such a transaction as 
this. 

Not content with thia supposed advan- 
tage in dismissing this bill, schemes alrua 
dy referred to in the correspondence were 
forthwith sot on foot and ultim.ately car- 
ried into oxecutiiiii for the transfi.r of 
plaintilTs whole business and property to 
tho defendant Batchelor; and it is to .si-t 
aside these latter transactions as well as 
to impeach the notes for §1887 that the 
present action is brought. Nothing else 
could have boon expected. Even if Rej - 
nulds had sunk under tho complication ot 
disorders under wliich he was sutlbriiig, 
hia personal representatives or his credi 
tors would probably have sought the 
same relief. 

Dealings with an incapacitated ))er- 
son whether the incompetency arise 
from mental infirmity, from non- 
age, from coverture, or from the i)ecn- 
liar relation between the parties, are of 
various characters. All such transactions 
areaaid tobo voidable> not necessarily 
void. They arc capable of being set aside 
generally on the mere proof of the incom- 
petency; but it may turn out that some 
will bo allowed to be enforced .against llie 
property of the person alleged to be in- 
competent; where tho bargain is 
advantageous to him, or hia incapacity is 
not known. The onus of proving that tho 
contract is nevertheless enforcotible, is on 
the party seeking to enforce it. Thus an 
infant's or a lunatic's property may be 
charged on his contract, express or im- 
plied, for necessaries; and so under cer- 
tain circumstances may a husband be 
charged on his wife's contract — though 
that may involve different principles. Ho 
a contract between attorney and client, 
guardian and ward, etc., may be upheld. 
(Hunter vs. Atkins, U. S.) But the ojuts 
lies on tho attorney, guardian, etc., to 
show not only that itio bargain was fair 
at least, if not advantageous, to the weak- 
er party, but (whore tho incompetency ia 
not total) that tho weaker party had every 
protection possible, lind was enabled in 
fact to judge and detorniino fur himself, 
freed from tho supposed dominating in- 
iluence of tho donee. This is generally 
supposed to be sufJioiently eH'ecled by the 



appointment of a separate solicitor for 
the weaker partj-, iind this is what waa 
jiroposcd to bo done in the present case. 
But in fact thiii is the'roverae of what was 
done. Mi: Drake was appointed to act 
for Mr. Reynolds; but he was led to be- 
lieve that his client though weak in body 
was perfectly sound in mind, and waa on 
terms of atl'ection witli Job Batchelor and 
tinxioiis to provide for him. In fact wo 
linil adidavils of the defendants in the 
former (iliaiiiisseii) suit prepared in iNlr. 
Di-.ike's otUce, (atlidavit E. Harrison, ISth 
Dec. , 1878,)— .'io that tho separate adviserin 
f.act meant nothing. Mr. Drake, therefore, 
very naturally supposed that the object 
i.f both parties waa but one: that Rey- 
nolds iras desirous to confer as much pro- 
liuvly as he honestly could, and to lay aa 
liglit a eoiu'oiuitaiit loud ;ls jinssiblo on 
li/.i nepliew, especially as to outside ob- 
ligations, siilijeet only to some provision 
for the niaiiiteuaiiee of Reynolds himself 
in any extremity. If things went well 
lleyiiold.s wouKl be amply provided for, 
d milt less, iluring the remainder of his 
life by the ne[.hew who nwed to him 
e\ciythiiig he possessed in the world aiul 
ulio was to oprii a home to him, roposing 
perh.ips on till' aQ'ectiun which is said 
sometimes t.i subsist between blood rela- 
j tions. How else can wo explain that 
most ti.stonishiiig draft conveyance (which 
j apjiears, however, not to have been ulti- 
I mately executed, though approved by the 
. sidieitors on both sides,) wliich is annex- 
ed to Mr. Harrison's covering letter uf 
the 22d Jan., 187'.>/ This draft deed re- 
cites that Reynolds owes IJatchelor S-'OOO 
on an account stated, 4i20OO to defendant 
Mr. Harrison and SIOOO to Bottei el secur- 
ed as therein mentioned SK), 228. 87 to un- 
secured creditors and $18,000 on certain 
mortgages, making in all §311,228.87. It 
recites that Reynold's property has been 
carefully valued at §42.379.08. And then 
Reynolds sollsthe whole §42, .379 worth of 
property subject to the clmrge»(whiclionly 
uiuount to §21,000 perhaps only -SI '.1,(100) 
for the consideration of §3ir)0.21(tlie exact 
dilferenee between the whole recited value 
of the property and the whole recited in- 
debtedness) paytible by monthly instal- 
menta of §50. Batchelor does not under- 
take to pay one dollar of tho unsecured 
creditors, nor to indemnify Reynolds 
against one dollar of the §21,000 of se- 
cured creditors, though the property ia 
convoyed subject to the charges, which 
of course would 1)C the case, whether so 
expressed or not. JSotliatRoynoldsaotually 
is made to convoy propbrty carefully val- 
ued at a clear .§21,370 above all charges 
for an iiulelinitely ))ostponed §1150 
payable by monthly instalments 
of §."iO to Loiiunence at soonest 3.'; 
yetirs heme. This i.s tho sort of 
Drotectioii Mr. Reynolds gets from tin al- 
leged indepeiidont solicitor, whose in- 
structions are sucliasto warrant this total 
abandonment of the whole of hia alleged 
client's property. This deed, however, 
thougli prepared and approved by the so- 
licitoi-s for vendor and purchaser does not 
appear to have been executed. liut tho 
contents of an approved draft of deed 
show the nature of an attorney's instruc- 
tions just a.s fully as if it had been finally 
adopted. .\nd another conveyance dated 
tho 1st .January, 1870, dues appear to 
have been executed and registered on tho 
20th February, 1870. That deed purports 
to be a conveyance to Batchelor of tho 
entire real estate of Reynolds, subjected 
to the registered charges and mortgages 
thereon for tho sum of §3150 in cash and 
a receipt is indorsed acknowledging the 
payment of the §3150, contrary to the 
fact. (The rccoiiJt is tilled, u|) but wheth- 
er signed by Reynolds or not is ctirefuUy 
concealed by a thick piece of paper pasted 
over it. I rather think it is not signed.) In 
this Conveyance Batchelor does covenant 
to indemnify the phiiiititf against tho reg- 
istered cliai grs, leit III a against any other 
debts, it 13 i|Uite as total abaiidoinncnt

to pay all debts. On the 21st April, 1879, 
there is aiiotlior tleed [Uirporting to con- 
fer without further consideration all tho 
furniture to ll.itehelor. Now wo must 
take it that .Mr. Drake's instruction3;as ho 
supposed them to be, from his client (but 
who was his elieni ') iiuthorized those 
deeds of free gift, us llu'y are in fact, 
by which Itoyiiobl.s .stri[is himself of every- 
thing lu^ had ill the world without really 
any the smallest tangible consideration 
whatever in return in favor of his nephew. 
And these hitter are thecoiivoyances which 
the ilefeiidaiils :ire endeavoring to tup 
piii-t, C'.eai-ly u solicitor can only uet U[)- 
nii his instructions, if he acts at ull. Hut 
ill order to put the parties at arm's length 
in order to enable the defendant I'.atclie- 
lur to contract with Reynolds at all 
(though it may be doubted whether any 
firm contract could have been made in 
any ease) .Mr. Drake should litive 
been instructed somewhat as follows; 
''Here is a muii whom wo know to bo as 
insane ■■uul ineom|)eteiit as ho can possibly 
be. It was a.s iniieli as we could do to 
prevent him from jumping over- 
board the day before yssterday 
rather then meet his friends here to 
consult about these m.attcrs, but for 
six moiitha ho has beiMi a nioiiiiig imbe- 
cile. 1 .lob Batchelor wish tu purcliasi^ 
all his [iroperty and business. Besides 
his present undoubted incapacity I stand 
towards him in many peculiar relations. 
Hi: has to bo watched day and night, ami 
he is now in my custody and care. I have 
had for years the sole duty of koe|iing his 
accounts and his affairs are in great con- 
fusion. 'I'hc last tiling he did before he 
fell into this languishing state was to ox- 
press the utmost distrust and dissatisfac- 
tion with me, and to discharge mo from 
hif. service with words of tho bitterest re- 
proach, repuili.ating all my pecuniary 
claims as uiciely dishonest. In order to 
deal with him at all, lie must have an en- 
tirely independent solicitor. 1 therefore 
request you to take charge of his interests 
in this matter. I have tried to jiorauade 
Mr. Robertson, his former counsel, to 
adopt my view of our differences, but he 
has indignantly thrown back my instrtic- 
tions in my face." 

If tlieac had been Mr. Drake's instruc- 
tions (and this is a very meagre sketch of 
the facts) does anybody believe ho would 
have dreamed of proposing on Reynolds 
beh.df such a deed of gift as I have just 
read ! Hut everything which it was im- 
jiortaiit for a solicitor to know seems to 
liave been studiously concealed from him. 
Such an employment of a miscalled separ- 
ate solicitor is a more aggravation of the 
situation. What ought to have been the 
plaintiff's protection has been converted 
into a means of oppression. All those 
colourablo contracts and dealings between 
tho plaintiff and defendant are in fact no 
contracts at all. Thoro never was the 
convention of two wills and judgments. 
There wore not two wills or judgments 
present at all in the negotiations. Rey- 
nolds had no power to will, no capacity 
tu form a judgment.

On Thursday last as eouu aa Captain 
Moore set foot oii tho Jwharf at New 
Westminster le was pounced upon, taken 
into custody and lodged in jail on a charge 
of stealing §12 worth of cordwood from 
the banks of the I'raser about Farr's 
Landing on his previous up trip. After 
being iocked up for ai.x hours and his 
steamer with some 30 or 40 p.assengors do- 
tuinod for that length of time in the mid- 
dle of the day ho was released as announ- 
ced in b'riday'a issue by giving bnnds to ap- 
pear yesterday to answer tho charge. 
The steamer was again iietained from 
Monday afternoon to about 3 p. ni. yes- 
terdav with 80 or more iiassongofs and 
severid head of cattle on board, tho [las- 
sengers anxious to roach their destination 
and the cattle starving in consoquenco of 
the detoiitioii. To make matters worse 
the prosecutor, Capt. John Irving, was 
not down from Yale till lato yesterday 
forenoon, an occurrence which has not 
happened for a longtime before, the Irving 
always reaching her wharf on Moiuliiy 
e.ening, so that tho hearing could not be 
comiuciicedtilllla.nl. Tho only J. P. 
that could be found to sit on the case was 
.Mr. W. D. Ferris. Mr. Corbould ap- 
peared for the prosecution and Mr. Mc- 
Elmcn for the dofencs. The latter gentle- 
man stronously contended that the offence 
could not bo construed into a criminal 
one ;uul that the pro.secutor should 
institute a civil suit if he felt at 
all aggrieved. He also dwelt very 
forcibly on tho hardship attending the 
loss of nn entire trip of the steamer, tho 
loss of time on tho part of paasongora 
and tho crt:elty of keeping cattle on board 
the vessel for 24 hours longer than w.-is 
necessary.
